OVERSEAS  POST 

Tom  Crow  has  been  appointed 
executive  vice-president  of  Leach 
Industries  in  San  Diego,  USA. 

A  great  amateur  golfer,  Tom  was 
Australian  champion  in  1961 ,  Victorian 
champion  in  1965  and  also  Victorian 
close  champion.  His  record  round  of 
63  on  Royal  Melbourne  East  course, 
set  during  the  Victorian  medal  cham¬ 
pionship  in  1956,  remains  unequalled. 

Tom  was  a  member  of  the  Aust¬ 
ralian  team  from  1961  to  1965,  and 
played  in  Eisenhower  Cup  matches  in 
Tokyo  (1962)  and  Rome  (1964).  In 
the  Eisenhower  matches  in  Rome  he 
was  the  leading  Australian  amateur 
and  in  both  Tokyo  and  Rome  his 
eight  rounds  were  counted  in  the 
Australian  team’s  aggregate  score. 

Tom  was  a  member  of  the  Victorian 
team  every  year  from  1952  to  1964, 
with  the  exception  of  1956.  After 
the  team  was  announced  that  year 
he  confounded  the  selectors  by  win¬ 
ning  seven  tournaments  in  a  row, 
including  the  Victorian  Championship 
when  he  defeated  Eric  Routley  in  the 
final. 

After  defeating  Routley  in  the 
Australian  Championship  in  1961  his 
handicap  was  reduced  plus  two. 

In  1963  Tom  went  through  un¬ 
defeated  in  the  national  interstate 
series,  and  in  1964,  playing  for  New 
South  Wales,  he  repeated  this  feat. 

He  won  the  championhsip  at  Royal 
Sydney  Club  on  seven  occasions. 

We  wish  Tom  every  success  in  the 
USA  and  hope  that  he  always  finds 
the  fairway  in  business  and  social 
happiness  at  the  19th.

VALE  ARTHUR  CALWELL 

The  Right  Honourable  Arthur 
Calwell  was  described  as  a  complex 
and  richly  paradoxical  personality. 

But  whatever  may  have  been  his 
political  beliefs,  there  was  one  habit 
to  which  he  staunchly  and  proudly 
adhered,  that  of  staying  at  Tattersall’s 


Club  on  the  many  occasions  when  he 
visited  Sydney. 

Controversial  as  he  was,  Arthur 
Calwell  will  be  remembered  as  an 
Australian  who  always  put  his  country 
first.  He  was  the  architect  of  Australia’s 
monumental  post-war  immigration 
scheme. 

Some  of  his  views  in  varied  areas 
were  derided,  but  today  are  accepted 
as  conventional  wisdom. 

The  “unknowns”  of  a  beneficent 
man  sometime  become  public  only 
when  he  has  passed  away.  With  Arthur 
Calwell  it  was  the  effort  he  put  into 
leukaemia  research  after  his  son  had 
died  of  this  disease  in  1948  at  the 
age  of  16. 

It  was  the  great  grief  of  Arthur’s 
life.  He  wore  a  black  tie  in  token  of 
mourning  during  the  remaining  25 
years. 

Apart  from  a  man  of  principle, 
which  didn’t  prevent  him  from  also 
enjoying  the  wheeling  and  dealing  of 
political  life,  Arthur  was  a  man  of 
great  personal  warmth  and  charm. 
He  was  an  outstanding  conversation¬ 
alist,  and  Tattersall’s  members  and 
staff  will  recall  the  spontaneity  of 
his  table-  talk  and  the  oft  inserted 
tall  story. 

Arthur  was  a  just  man,  who  feared 
not,  and  to  his  widow  and  sorrowing 
relatives  we  extend  our  sincere 
condolences.

Dick  was  a  member 
of  the  Goulburn  polo  team  which  also 
included  Jim  Maple  Brown,  Digby  and 
Jim  Bell. 

They  won  two  Dudley  Cups  and  a 
Daily  Telegraph  Gold  Cup,  and  each  of 
the  trophies  for  a  time  reposed  on  the 
sideboard  at  “Lugano.” 

Dick  was  also  a  part  owner  of 
Blue  Ocean,  trained  by  Harry  Darwon 
and  ridden  by  Arthur  Podmore,  Blue 
Ocean  won  the  first  Queen  Elizabeth 
Stakes  at  Randwick  in  the  presence 
of  Her  Majesty,  and  in  Australian 
record  time. 

Dick  and  his  wife  Joan  have  one 
daughter  Anne,  and  two  sons  William 
and  Michael.

Tattersall’s  golfer,  John  Barras,  has 
been  appointed  Australian  sales 
manager  of  his  firm  which  manufactures 
golf  clubs  for  an  international  market.

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 

MORRIE  ANDERSON 


After  50  years  in  racing,  M.F. 
(Morrie)  Anderson  announced  his 
retirement  as  a  trainer. 

Morrie  is  undergoing  a  series  of 
serious  operations  on  his  leg  at 
Lewisham  Hospital.  “It  will  be  a  six 
month  job,”  said  Morrie,  “so  I  have 
decided  to  retire.  You  cannot  train 
racehorses  from  a  hospital  bed.” 

He  has  had  a  distinguished  career 
in  racing,  and  began  as  an  apprentice 
jockey  in  his  home  town  of  Young. 

“I  had  my  first  ride  at  Grenfell 
the  day  after  my  14th  birthday  on  a 
horse  named  Very  Cool.  I  weighed 
only  4st  101b  then.  Very  Cool  did  not 
win,  but  I  rode  a  winner  at  my 
fourth  ride  at  Koorawatha.

The  same  year,  1923,  Morrie  made 
his  first  visit  to  Sydney  to  ride  his 
father’s  horse  Apmat,  at  Moorefield. 
A  20/1  chance  Apmat  finished  second 
to  Adam’s  Peak  ridden  by  Paddy 
Maher. 

Just  38  years  later  Morrie  had 
his  own  Apmat,  the  champion  pacer 
which  he  bred  to  win  the  International 
Pace  in  New  York,  and  had  a  number 
of  other  successes  in  the  USA. 

And  there  is  a  touch  of  the  Nat 
Gould  flavour  as  Morrie  unfolds  the 
story.  “Apmat  won  $230,000  in  stakes, 
yet  I  bred  him  for  only  a  shilling. 
I  bought  Warrason,  the  sire  of  Apmat 
for  a  shilling  to  save  him  from  being 
slaughtered.  He  was  blind  and  in  poor 
condition,  but  he  had  good  blood¬ 
lines. 


“When  a  friend  gave  me  the  mare 
Peak  Girl  for  nothing  I  mated  the  two 
to  get  Apmat,  who  was  foaled  at 
Homebush  abbatoirs  in  1953.” 

The  culmination  of  this  romance 
was  Morrie  spending  $2,000  to  bring 
Apmat  home  to  be  retired  in  comfort 
when  the  gelding  could  no  longer  win 
races  in  the  United  States. 

When  he  was  21  Morrie  began 
training  in  the  country,  his  first  horse 
being  the  14.1  pony  Rosette.  His 
second  horse  Frudroyant  won  success¬ 
ive  races  at  Warwick  Farm  and  Rand- 
wick  not  long  after  he  began  training. 

In  1937  he  trained  the  top  class 
stayer  Sir  Ross,  who  won  the  AJC 
Summer  Cup  and  finished  second  to 
Mestoravon  in  the  Sydney  Cup. 

Morrie  received  his  first  AJC 
licence  in  1941.  In  1945  he  was 
promoted  to  number  two  and  he  has 
held  a  number  one  licence  since  1956. 

He  has  trained  many  top  class 
racehorses,  including  the  Doomben 
Cup  winner  French  Echo,  Piper’s  Son 
(AJC  Metropolitan),  Gay  Sierra  (AJC 
Sires  Produce  Stakes),  Gentle  Lu, 
Homeleigh  Dick,  Mardi  Tout,  Wilton 
Park,  Latin  Knight  and  of  course 
Apollo  Eleven,  Morrie’s  tip  for  this 
year’s  Melbourne  Cup. 

It  was  appropriate  that  Morrie 
should  end  his  training  career  in 
triumph  when  Prince  Shoemaker  won 
the  Cheltenham  Handicap  at  Rosehill 
in  July  last. 

And  those  who  stuck  with  Morrie 
that  day  in  his  concluding  effort, 
followed  the  old  adage  of  “the  shoe¬ 
maker  sticking  to  his  last.” 

It  can  be  safely  said  that  whilst 
Morrie  is  temporarily  absent  from 
Tattersall’s  on  Monday  mornings,  he 
will  not  be  forgotten  by  his  friends 
on  the  First  Floor. 

If  they  take  it  in  turn  to  propose 
his  toast  Morrie  might  do  a  “Melba” 
before  the  round  is  finished.  Those 
anxious  to  lead  off  in  the  shout 
would  include  Wal  Hutchinson,  Leo 
O’Sullivan,  Jack  and  Bill  Loughnan, 
Bill  Hannan,  Bill  Kir  wan,  Jack  Mann 
and  Sam  Block  and  by  that  time 
Morrie  should  be  back  to  “kick  the 
tin  himself’  and  that  is  what  we  all  are 
hoping.

THE  ORIGIN  OF  MERCEDES 

The  newly  announced  and  truly  magnificent  'S'  class 
Mercedez-Benz  traces  its  origin  back  to  the  automotive 
engineering  pioneers  Gottlieb  Daimler  and  Karl  Benz.  But 
how  did  it  get  its  name? 

Emil  Jellingk  was  an  Austrian  consul  general  in  Nice, 
France,  and  as  events  were  to  prove,  a  smart  businessman. 
The  apple  of  his  eye  was  his  pretty  little  daughter,  Mercedes, 
a  Spanish  name  meaning  "mercy". 

Emil  was  a  motoring  enthusiast.  In  1897  he  journeyed  to 
the  Daimler  factory  and  brought  back  a  car  which  proved 
a  sensation  on  the  Riviera,  and  in  no  time  he  was 
thriving  as  a  selling  agent. 

In  1901  a  new  Daimler  model  was  launched,  and  Jellingk, 
convinced  he  was  on  a  winner,  outlaid  550,000  gold  marks 
on  36  of  these  cars.  However,  he  stipulated  two  conditions. 
First  that  he  have  sole  selling  rights  in  a  few  named 
countries,  and  second  that  the  car  be  named  after  his 
daughter  Mercedes.  Daimler  agreed  to  this,  the  car  was  an 
outstanding  success,  and  the  name  was  firmly  established. 

Twenty  five  years  later,  in  1926,  the  Daimler  and  Benz 
companies  merged  and  the  car  became  the  Mercedez-Benz 
known  all  over  the  world  for  leadership  in  style  and  safety. 
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points.  He  will  be  a  force  to  be 
reckoned  with  next  season.
